There should be a new book collection every 3 to 4 months until all 
the single issues have been collected (about the end of 2005 | reck- 
on) and then | should be moving onto all new Kane books. 


And to keep all the long-time readers of Kane happy - I'm planning on 
beginning work on an all new Kane book early next year, so hopeful- 
ly there should be an all new Kane book out by next Christmas. We 
shall see. | should point out that this is just my projected publishing 
schedule and should not be construed as a binding agreement...
